PRICES RISE; 
UNEMPLOYED 
UP 1 MILLION 


BERLIN (Spl.)—The Nazi re- 
gime is in a more precarious posi- 
tion today than at any time since 
1933. 
With the coming of winter, and 
with the decreasing supply of food- 
stuffs, the tenancy of the Nazis in 
power was being seriously threat- 
ened by a relentless march of eco- 
nomic conditions which is gradual- 
ly growing out of their power. 
1, Rising prices and food gshort- 
age is leading to minor strikes 
and to anti-Nazi demonstrations. 

2. Count Lutz Schwerin von 
Krosigk, finance minister, appealed 
to the world to open its doors te 
German exports, “The world must 
know,” he said, “that we cannot 
exist without increased exports.”

General Hermann Goering, 
the air minister, announced, “The 
iron National Socialist will bends 
matter. We will not capitulate be- 
fore a mere shortage of butter or 
a small matter of too few pigs.” 

Underlying the approaching cri- 
sis is the inability of the Nazi gov- 
ernment to continue its army 
building operations. At a Toss 
where to find funds to continue to 
finance her enormous army, the 
Nazis have been unable to contin- 
ue to pour additional funds into 
the armament industry. 


No one is willing to predict the 
result of the present situation, 
Even if the Nazi regime weathers 
the present storm, business Tead- 
ers see no improvement for the 
immediate future. Of the numerous 
Jewish firms being liquidated, the 
majority are not being replaced by, 
Aryan firms, but the business and 
trade done by the firms are al- 
lowed to lapse. } 

Whatever the strength of the — 
Nazi party, a continued shortage 
of food and money will slowly sap 
the party’s strength.

Lauds Jews, 
Flays Nazis 


LONDON (Spl.)—Terming Jews 
“the most gifted race in the 
world,” the Very Rev. Dr. W. R. 
Inge, former dean of St. Paul’s ex- 
pressed puzzlement at what he 
terms “this atavistic outbreak in 
Germany,” in an article on “Jew- 
Baiting” in the Evening Standard. 
The Gloomy Dean, as he is pop- 
ularly known, praises the record 
of Jews in philosophy, literature, 
science and music and heaps ridi- 
cule upon the Germans for perse- 
uting them. 


“I. am completely puzzled by 
this atavistic outbreak in Ger- 
many,” he writes. “We can be 


silly enough ourselves at times; 
but when we want to be medieval, 
we are content to array our clergy 
in the Court dress of a Byzantine 
nobleman; we have got beyond 
the baiting of Jews, the burning of 
witches, and the torture of wit- 
nesses.” 

“The Germans, who are Certain- 
ly not fanatical Christians,” Dean 
Inge continues, “have invented a 
new excuse for their barbarities. 
The Jews are to be banned on eu- 
genic grounds. This is perhaps 
the most ridiculous pretext ever 
invented. For the Jews, with the 
possible exception of the Scotch, 
are the most highly endowed: race 
in the world, in practical ability. 

“The Jews have a very fine rec- 
ord in philosophy, imaginative lit- 
erature, naturai science, and, 
above all, in music. In painting 
they excel rather as connoisseurs 
than as artists. But on the whole, 
they are perhaps the most gifted 
ace in the world.”

Replying to the statement of 
Gen. Charles H. Sherrill, member 
of the International Olympic Com- 
mittee, that Jewish opposition to 
the Olympics would precipitate a 
wave of anti-Semitism here, Mr. 
Shuster declares: 

“Cowardice beyond compare and 
hardness of heart deadlier than 
any that once appalled Jehovah 
would be rightly attributed to a 
people who, lest the shadow of 
some far-off possible pogrom creep 
nearer to them, voted to overlook 
the outrages made into law by Hit- 
ler. I repeat: if it is possible to 
insult the Jew of these United 
States, then General Sherrill has 
insulted him.”

Helene Mayer Deliberately Sabotaged 
The Movement Against Olympic 
Participation 


Confronted by every evidence of a despicable apostasy and 
even a clear indicaticn of collusion with Nazi authorities, Jewish 
lay leaders, rabbis and the Anglo-Jewish press have taken it upon 
themselves to make a martyr of Helene Mayer, the half-Jewish 
women’s fencing champion, whose recent decision to fence for 
Germany in the 1936 Olympics has practically decapitated the

Pievioug to her cecision, every articulate force in American 
Jewry pointed to Miss Mayer as an undeniable example of a Jew, 
who although of championship calibre, was being denied the op- 
portunity of displaying her skill in sports because of a political 
situation.

But we do know this, Al- 
though Miss Mayer deliberately shunned martyrdom, American 
Jewry is foisting it on her. Yet martyrdom, in itself, presupposes 
a wil.ing sacrifice. 


The. American Hebrew, one of the many publications, apolo- 
gized for Miss Mayer by stating that her participation under the 


swastika will “shame Hitler, himself, into admission that he is 
wronving the Jews of Germany.” 


Tv be a champion in any sport requires not only physical 
aptitude, but native intelligence and courage. Helen Mayer is a 
world champion. She is intelligent. She has decided to throw 


the weight of her athletic prowess to Hitler’s account, That de- 
cision had only one meaning. 


If Helene Mayer wished, as so many are trying to impute to 
her, to aid the fight against holding the Olympics in Berlin, The 
Spokesman can think of any number of ways she might have 
furthred this punpose other than the one she chose. However, 
it was her decision, it’s her ability, and it’s her Fatherland. 


Helene Mayer still could issue a statement, or make a de 
manc' which might save the anti-Olympics movement and the 
faces of American Jewish leaders. The Spokesman doubts, 
however, that Miss Mayer will do anything at anytime to hamper 
the holding of the Games in Berlin next year.

Meant Well But Got His Tongue 
Twisted 


Cormenting on the large number of Rabbis who have for- 
saker the ministry for other professions, Rabbi Julius Mark, of 
Nasliville, writes in The Observer that these men, “simply can’t 
take it.”. The men whom Rabbi Mark so labels as lacking in 
forticude include Lewis Browne, author; Dr. Samuel Margoshes, 
editur of The Jewish Day, Dr. Judah L, Magnes, head of the He- 
brew University in Jerusalem, Dr. Solomon Lowenstein, execu- 
tive director of the Federation for the Support of Jewish Philan- 
thropic Societies of New York, Morris D. Waldman, secretary of 
the Ameican Jewish Committee, Joseph S, Kornfeld, former min- 
ister to Persia and many others. 


The inference from Rabbi Mark’s observation is that success 
in the rabbinate is more difficult than success in any of the fields 
in which the men above have risen to leadership. Rabbi Mark 
closes his remarks with a plea to congregations to make easier 
the plight of rabbis. “Congregations,” he says, “might make 
note of the situation and cultivate a more sympathetic and co- 


- operative spirit in their relations with their spiritual leaders.” 


In other words if congregations don’t pave the way for their rab 
bis with cushions, more and more of these men of God will go 
out and edit million dollar papers, become university presidents 
or write best-sellers. 


No. The correct deduction from the facts marshalled by 
Rabhi Mark, is that the rabbinate is a splendid training ground 
for success in other professions. Lacking the real feeling for 
God, or lacking a legitimate opportunity for advancement, these 
men became discouraged with the ministry and applied their tal- 
ents to occupations for which their native ability made them bet- 
ter fitted, and for which their rabbinical training gave them 
greate- opportunity for success.

Ruses used in thea United States 
by the receivers of German goods 
fall into the categories of legal 
and illegal, There are a number 
of technically legitimate methods 
of concealing the origin of German 
goods. For instance, there are 
many products made in the United 
States of raw materials imported 
from Germany. These proudly 
flaunt the “made in U.S.A.” legend 
although the German exporter re- 
ceives profit on the transaction. 

O.K,. If Labor American 


If labor is done on a product in 
the United States, the seller tech- 
nically has the right to mark it 
“Made in U.S.A.” Thus, there is 
a Widely-used thumb tack that is 
imported into the United States 
where a celluloid head is added. 
The tack sells as an American 
product, 

Another example is a sewing- 
machine device that is brought in 
from Germany. When it arrives 
here an extra part is soldered on, 
and then it sells as an American 
product. 

Yeast is brought into the United 
States from Germany in great 
quantities in barrels. It is re 
packed in pound quantities and 
wraped, It then sells as an Amer- 
ican yeast. 

The same is true for many other 
products which can be imported in 
bulk, particularly chemicals and, 
to a lesser degree, artists’ pig- 
ments. 

Almost All Gloves German 

Americans interested in boycot- 
ting German goods must face the 
fact that almost every well-known 
make of leather glove is manufac- 
tured from skins imported from 
Germany. 

They must face the fact that an 
infinite number of products are 
made in the United States from 
German materials. One person on 
the staff of a boycott organization 
recently had the experience of 
buying a raincoat. He examined 
it carefully and finally satisfied 
himself that it was of an American 
make. He was nonplussed to learn 
later from a man in the business 
that the material of which his
